Insect control on trees 


Wounds caused” by insect 
damage to the leaves, stems 
or branches of shelterbelt, 
ornamental and shade trees 
provide openings for the 
entry of disease organisms 
and are suitable sites for 
attack by other insects. 
Eventual death of a tree 
may result from a complex 
of insect damage and dis- 
eases. 

When to use insecticides 
depends upon the health, age 
and purpose of the trees, 
Young, healthy, vigorous 
trees growing in a favor- 
able soil and climate can 
usually withstand several 
years of insect damage. 
However, slow-growing, 
mature trees, and those 
growing in unfavorable lo- 
cations, show the effects 
of damage more rapidly and 
will require timely protec- 


tion, 

Although a few insects 
occur naturally on all trees 
and are usually not harm- 
ful, when damage becomes 
apparent in the form of de- 
foliation, distorted growth 
or foliage discoloration con- 
trol measures should be tak- 
en,
